Detroit Man Who Promised Dying 


Buddy to Give Mementoes to 


Sister Has Sought Her 


Five Years. 


DETKOIT, 
June 
14.—For 
the 


world, the war has been long since 
finished. 
But for Sergt. George 


Henry Spencley, late of the eighth 
machine gun battalion, third divi- 
sion, winner of a distinguished serv- 
ice cross, and veteran of a score of 
battles, the war will never be fin- 
ished until he has fulfilled a promise. 


The promise was made to Carl 


Hagel just before Hagel died in an 
offensive at Cierges, October 14, 
1918. 
The sergeant gave his dying 


pal a "drink, wiped the dust and 
smoke from his face, and assured 
him when he came back to America 
he would deliver a few little keep- 
sakes to Eva Hagel, a sister. 


Search Fruitless. 


For five years. Sergeant Spencley, 


aided by the war department, has 
tried to locate the dead boy's sister. 
Letters, inquiries and a 
search 


among the American Legions of the 
California coast have been futile. In 
the little town of Palo Atlo, Cal., 
where the Hagels lived, came th» 
message that Eva Hagel had mar- 
ried and nobody knew where she had 
gone. 


Sergeant Spencley had made a 


promise which be meant to keep. He 
recalled the words of his comrade, 
"Help me. sergeant, help me!" 
He 


remembered the dying man's plead- 
ing words. 


This is why the veteran last week 


sold his home and prepared to start 
for the west to find Carl Hagel's 
sister. 


"I just can't feel right about this 


thing." he said. "I'm going myself 
and 111 never come back until I find 
Carl Bagel's sister. I'm going to look 
up every buddy he had In the army 
and I'll find if it is the last thing I 
ever do."

Machine Lays Bricks. 


An electrically operated bricklay- 


ing machine that lays 1,200 bricks 
an hour, against 500 a day for the 
average human 
bricklayer, is the 


latest application of electricity to 
industry in England. 


Mounted on rails laid around what 
is to be the outside walls of a build 
Ing a traveling boom is set up. At- 
tached to this boom is a mortar tank 
and the 
bricklaying 
mechanism 


driven by a three horsepower motor. 
When In operation the laying wheel 
rotates, taking two bricks from the 
carrier and places them on mortar 
already spread by another wheel. At 
the end of the wall this machine 
changes direction and proceeds as 
before, until the machine has laid 
one course of brick entirely around 
the house. The boom is then raised 
the height of this course and starts 


another trip around the building. 


Three men are required to operate 
this electric bricklayer, 
which 
is 


said to do the work of twenty ma- 
sons.

Some Novel Ways 


You Can Furnish 
a Country Home

URNISHIXG a country home or 


farmhouse calls for furniture 
of special and suitable type. 


Strength, suitability and durability 
are the main points to consider. 


The situation of the home, climatic 


conditions, the number of occupants 
and their social activities all have 
a bearing on the selection of furnish- 
ings. Whether the house is of the 
cottage or Queen Anne, gable or 
bungalow type does not matter par- 
ticularly as regards furnishings. It 
is the size of the rooms and their 
outlook that influence the selection 
of interior decorations. 


Polished floors with linoleum in 


the kitchen and perhaps the dining- 
room as well, with woven, braided 
or rag rugs for the cool months, 
have become the general treatment 
for the floors of the cottage or farm- 
house. The walls of bedrooms, up- 
per halls and kitchen are generally 
painted. Lower halls, living and din- 
ing rooms should be papered. In bed- 
rooms, plain \valls are frequently re- 
lieved by cut-outs or stenciled bor- 
ders, each room being painted in col- 
ors to suit the occupant. The mod- 
ern treatment of woodwork, even in 
the cheapest houses, has improved 
wonderfully. The graining is done 
in dark, rich coloring, which follows 
hard-wood motifs. 
When we have not much money 


to spend on the interior of the house 
great care should he taken in select- 
ing furnishings. Painted furniture, 
done at home, is the cheapest. >>"cxt 
to that come the many imitations of 
Colonial patterns. 
Some of these 
are very pood and do not go bad'y 
with the painted pieces. If we can 
pick up a few pieces of antinque 
Colonial type, we can weed out as 
we buy. one at a time, the cheaper 
pieces. 
The drop-leaf table, low 
chest of drawers, quaint mirrors and 
odd 1>ut comfortable separate chairs, 
day-beds. •which may be upholstered 
at home, all have their value in cre- 
ating a "homey" effect at small rost.

correctly. Throw your head back and your chest out. Pretend you 
have barely time to catch a train or keep an appointment and you will 
set yourself about the right pace. 


With the convenient buses and 


stages, which run short distances 
not covered by regular transporta- 
tion, there is a temptation to ride 
when it would be better for health 
to walk. I realize only too well how 
easy it is for one to get out of the 
habit of walking. 


If you are fortunate enough to 
have a car and a chauffeur, you do 
not even walk the distance from the 
garage to the house. You want the 
car right at the steps, and if some 
other car obstructs the clearing and 
you have to walk half a block, you 
are in a state of irritation. 
Some persons 
have 
to make 
changes in their routine life by easy 
stages. If you are one of these, have 
the car meet you a few blocks from 
the house, increasing the distance 
each day. Then walk briskly to the 
appointed corner and I am sure you 
will start the day in a much better 
lumor. 


Every city has such attractively 
aid-out parks that it is an incentive 
to go into them and see the beautiful 
shrubs and flowers.

One of the witnesses call- 
ed was George Moore, Nebraska City, 
who claimed to have paid a $2,000 
note -which the state investigators 
say IB not accounted for in the rec- 
ords. 


Otto Campbell, Lincoln, one of the 


state investigators, who examined 
the books of First State 
bank of 


Nickerson, was the main witness for 
the prosecution in the hearing in jus- 
tice court. His testimony consumed 
practically the 
entire 
afternoon. 


'With the records and the books of 
bank on band as exhibits, he testi- 
fied that irregularities existed. He 
was questioned thoroly by the de- 
fense attorneys, 
led by Attorney 


Eugene O. Sullivan, Omaha. Special 
Prosecutor ,J. C. Cook is in charge 
of state's case.

UNWED MOTHER IS WINNER 


St. Louis Judge Awards Child She 


Sayi Is Hers to Fannie Lock- 


wood, Despite Protests. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., June 14.—Fannie 


Lockwood, pretty 
eighteen-year-old 


unwed mother, today won her fight 
to obtain a foundling she claimed 
was her illegitimate son. She had not 
seen the baby since two weeks after 
It was born last December. Because 
of this she was unable to identify it 
positively as hers. 


Judge Erwin Ossing in domestic 


relations court granted her plea for 
a writ of habeas corpus giving her 
the child. In a statement tne judge 
declared the child was her own, and 
denied allegations that Fannie was 
unfit to take care of the child, as 
made by the city board of children's 
guardians and by the man Fannie 
charged was the father of the child. 


The court found nothing in the six 


day testimony of the hearings to sup- 
port the statement of Thomas Poep- 
ping. opera chorus man, that he took 
the baby because he feared Fannie 
would kill it The judge said nothing 
of the paternity of the child, which 
was denied by Poepping, later ad- 
mitted, and then denied again. He 
stated however, that there was noth- 
ing to support Poepping's statement 
that Fannie had admitted relations 
with other men than himself. 


Altho the child is illegitimate there 


is nothing to indicate that Fannie is 
morally unfit to keep the child, Judge 
Ossing said.

One reason, of course, why we have so much 


crime Is that we are too kind and considerate 
In our treatment of criminals If they do not 
have any money with which to defend them-

somebody and chargp it up to us. We try our 
best to fix the limits a candidate for office may 
spend in his campaign for it, but we put no 
limit on the amount a criminal may expend in 
getting himself freed from the vengeance of 
the law. No bar association has yet made It 
unethical for a lawyer to defend a man whom 
he knows to be guilty, and as long as lawyers 
who are officers of our courts as much as are 
our judges are encouraged to do their best to 
defeat justice we are offering criminals an in- 
centive to keep at it.

We wonder if any of the pompous, conceited 


and self-sufficient men who now and then we 
encounter in life ever walked beneath the can- 
opy or heaven at night and scanned with con- 
templative eye the great scroll of the stars. If 
there is anything calculated to make a man 
feel how small a part of whole creation he is 
it is when he gets some such glimpse as this 
at infinity. It is easy to understand how one 
may get a distorted notion of how importanl 
a part he plays in the affairs of those immedi- 
ately about him so that he swells in his own 
eyes, but there is nothing that teaches humil- 
ity BO directly as to ponder on what a small 
proportion of the whole world one human be- 
ing really is. 


The world, we are inclined to think, judges 


of whether a man is a success by the use 
which he makes of the brains and brawn with 
which he has been endowed. It lists only as 
failures the weaklings who lack the courage 
to make the best possible use of the tools they 
have at hand and the crooks who seek to use 
these tools to jimmy their way into the pre- 
serve closets of others. The average man does 
not take much stock in the declaration that all 
men are created equal, except as a doctrine of 
politics. He does expect, however, that 
all 


men will make the best possible employment 
of whatever they may be dowered with. 


One can always acquire some added informa- 


tion, however valuable it may be to him, if he 
w>ill ask questions. We saw some telephone 
linemen stringing wires a little while ago and 
noticed that they allowed them to sag consider- 
ably. This being contrary to our ideas of the 
artistry of the matter we inquired why it was 
done. It turns out that the cold weather of 
winter shortens iron and copper wire from 3 
1-3 feet to 4 3-4 feet in a mile, dependent on 
which material is used, and if enough sag or 
slack is not left the wire breaks when it con- 
tracts, under cold. 


A statement that presumably had its origin 


in the recesses of the democratic state com-
